SUBIACO OVAL - 


The Subiaco Oval site has had its sporting associations sinco 1896, The frst recorded Australian Rules football match at the oval took place on 4 June 1986, when the newly-formed 
Subiaco Football Club met Fremantle Imperials in a minor-grade match. 


The first grandstand ot Subiaco Oval was opened on 17 April 1909. The occasion was marked with a fancy dress Aussie Rules match between the residents of Subiaco and Leederville, 
‘with proceeds donated to help construct the Children’s Hospital (later PMH), 


I 1925 the WA State (soccer) Team played its first match at Subiaco Oval - a 5-3 win over the touring England Crickel Team in front of 7000 spectators, 


The WA National Football League established its headquarters at Subiaco Oval in 1935. Offices and a members’ stond were built during 1936 and Subiaco became the league's 
preferred venue for Aussie Rules finals 


Dring the 1950 ond 1960s profesional tennis ws played on Subiaco Oval and concert induded a 1956 performance by American singer Nat King Colo, 


‘The opening of he three-tiered stand atthe western end in 1969 re-established Subiaco Oval as one of Perth’ leading venues for major events. The 1970 Festival of Pet used 
ihe ground for jor acs such as Duke Elingon, ond concerts of hse induded Eton John in 1971 and Led Zepplin in 1972. 


The fist VFL/AFL match at Subiaco Ove was played on 29 March 1987 


Lights were erected at the ground in the summer of 1996-97. Subiaco Oval tasted is first NSL match in March 2000 when 42,764 watched the Glory win the Mojor Semi Final in 
extra time over the Wollongong Wolves. The 2000/01 NL. Grand Final held two weeks later attracted an alltime HSL record attendance of 43,242.

THE PERTH 


It took twenty years but it was worth the wait. 
The misnomer in the title of the 'National’ 
Soccer League, formed in 1977, was finally 
rectified when the Perth Glory entered the 
competition in 1996. 


When the national league was being 
established in the mid-seventies, ‘Soccer 
World’ newspaper reported "Perth has 
announced that they would be willing to field 
a composite team and already have 
guarantees amounting to $50,000 to support 
their bid." History tells us however that 
Perth were not one of the 

inaugural 1977 teams - the 

massive burden of airfares 

not wanting to be borne 

by the other clubs. The 

West was left to show its 

footballing strength in 

other domestic - or even 

international - forums. 


One such competition that had 
already displayed the powerful force of WA 
soccer was the Merdeka Cup - a prestigious 
annual tournament held in Malaysia, which 
the WA state side competed in the late sixties 
and to early seventies. Playing against various 
national teams of south east Asia, WA 
performed consistently well, including a third 
placing in the 1968 series. 


WA competed in another south-east Asian 
competition, the Marah Halim Cup, in 1975 
and 1976 - and won the tournament both 
times. 


In 1989 the Perth Cougars entered the 
Australian indoor league and made the grand 
final, losing 3-2 to the Sydney Tornadoes. 


STORY 


However the Cougars’ expedition lasted just 
one season with the dreaded airfares again 
bearing the blame. 


In 1994 the Perth Kangaroos entered the 
Singapore's Premier League, a competition 
intended to be a forerunner to a south-east 
Asian league. But this league turned out to be 
a farce - only because the Kangaroos won all 
of its games that season. In 1995 a full- 
strength West Ham travelled to Perth to play 
the WA state team, with the home side 

winning - albeit on penalties - after a 2-2 

draw. 


lt was clear by the mid- 
nineties that WA had 
what it took to succeed 
on the park, What was 
needed at this stage was 
fo establish a long-term 

financially viable venture in 

to the NSL. Enter Nick Tana 

and co and the Perth Glory were 

launched, commencing their national league 
journey in season 1996/97. After two 
seasons of consolidation, the Glory made 
the finals in 1998/99 where progress 
ceased at the preliminary final. The Glory 
took an extra step in season 1999/2000, 
losing the Grand Final albeit on penalties in 
an unforgettable game. Now after breaking 
almost every record that could be broken by 
a team in the regular season, including 
longest stint in first position, quickest 
Premiership and largest gap at the top of the 
table at season’s end, the Glory are rightfully 
hosting the 2001/02 Grand Final. Today the 
club has their best chance of proving without 
doubt that the West is where the nation’s 
footballing supremacy lies.

The club had a fairly slow 

beginning to the national 
league, not finishing in the 
top half of the league until 
1982.

second last in 1979, Olympic was 
relegated to the 1980 NSW state league, 
only to return to the national competition the 
year after. They have been there ever since. 


In 1984 Olympic won three consecutive RECORDS 
finals series games to meet South Melbourne 
in the grand final, and despite a 4-2 loss [iM sah 
over two legs, a golden era beckoned for a 

club that had promised so much in the past. 
The club lost another Wwolegged grand final 
in 1986, losing 3-2 on aggregate after 
being 1-0 up after the first leg in Adelaide. 
Tragedy struck again for the Olympic faithful 
when the 1989 grand final against Marconi 
was lost (0-1) with barely one minute of 
regulation time remaining.

Buoyed by the majority of a 
26,352-strong audience at Parramatta 
Olympic resoundingly beat

The ‘sleeping giant’ cliche is an adage 
that truly describes the Olympic 
Sharks. A relatively bare trophy 
cabinet does not justify such a 
strong and loyal support for 
the club, a supporter base 
which has been enriched 
following the club’s move to 
Sydney's Sutherland Shire in 
2001. After a drought of on- 
field success throughout the 
1990s Olympic have revitalised 
both on and off the park lately and

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NATIONAL SOCCER LEAGUE FINALS 
The early days 


From the commencement of the national league in 1977, until 1983, the National 
Soccer League champions were determined by the team which finished the regular 
season at the top of the ladder - the so-called first-past-the-post system. This system 
also applied in 1987. 


In 1978, 1979, 1980, 1982 and 1987 the top four or five placed teams competed in a 
post-season play-off series (see table). But these were separate competitions, and 
consequently were not given much importance or prestige. Without the incentive of 
championship glory, and combined with the 'hangover effect! for the team which had 
already won the championship by finishing first on the ladder, these post-season play- 
offs were of little significance.

With a restructure of the national league in 1984 came the adoption of the 'real' finals 
system. From the 1984 season onwards, the winner of the finals series were considered 
the champions - in line with the other major Australian sporting leagues. And from its 
onset, national league crowds and media coverage increased substantially, 

Note that in 1984, 1985 and 1986, the national league was split into two conferences, 
based on a north-south geographic split of teams. The Grand Final winners of these two 
conferences then played off — over two legs — for the national championship. 

From 1984 to 1991/92 the traditional top five finals system applied. Since 1992/93 
the current top six system has been in place. 

Up until last Sunday's preliminary final, a total of 429 goals - excluding goals scored 
in penalty shoot-outs - had been scored in 161 finals matches.
